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$10,000 TAKEN IN 
HOLDUP OF BANK 
AT FREEBURG. ILL 


Seven Men Rob the First 
National There at 2:15 
P. M. When 100 Citizens 
Are on Public Square. 


The First National Bank of free- 
burg, Ill., seven miles southeast of 
Belleville, was held up at 2:15 p. 


m. yesterday by seven men, who 
took $10,558.50 in curréncy from 


the vault and tellers’ cages and *ed 


in two or more automobiles. They 
were fired upon by R. E. Hamill, 
president of the bank, who sent 
four shots from a riot gun after the 
speeding cars. 

Hamill, three women emplose 
and five customers were in ,the 
bank and a hundred or more 
townspeople were scattered about 
the publis square. Driving up to 
the bank, five of them entered with 
drawn revolvers. They were not 
masked. 

“Stick ‘em up!" ordered the 
leader, “We don't want to shoot up 
your town, but we mean business. 
Not a move or we'll drill you. 

Work Swiftly. 

Leaving three to covere the cus- 
tomers, two of the robbers went be- 
hind the cages. They ordered Ham- 
ill and Miss Susie Wolf, cashier, to 
go into the vault. There Miss Wolf 
was obliged to fill sacks with cur- 
rency while Hamill held them. 
Meanwhile, one of the pair was 
cleaning out the _ tellers’ cages. 
They worked swiftly and kept up a 
running fire of talk to remind the 
helpless occupants that an outcry 
would bring shots. 

After all the money 
gathered the robbers backed out 
and ran for their machines. Ham- 
ill set off a burglar alarm siren and 
grabbed up his riot gun. He fired 
four times as the first car drove 
away. It was a new, red-painted 
Flint touring car and was followed 
by a gray touring car. 

Posse Goes in Pursuit. 

The robbers raced east in the 
direction of Fayetteville, which is 
on the road to Nashville, and away 
from St. Louis. A posse started in 
pursuit and Sheriff Schnipper of 
Belleville joined the chase. 

Trace of the robbers was lost, 
after the Flint car cut through a 
woods road beyond Fayetteville and 
disappeared in the direction of 
Marissa.

455.851. Mrs. Ferguson had 257,- 
870 and Felix. Robertson, the Ku 
Klux Klan candidate, 198,481, a 
lead for Mrs. Ferguson of ,68,889. 
Election Bureau statisticians es- 
timated the total vote’ would be 
frow 660,000 to 700/000. 
the unheard-from precincts were 
said to be in rtura) districts where 
Mrs. Ferguson was expected to 
show a lead. 

Voting at today’s primary, to se- 
lect a candidate for governorship 
and six other State officers, was 
the gréatest in any “run-off” pri- 
mary in the State for years, reports 
reaching here said. The heavy 
vote was due to 
that the Ku Klux Klan was an 
issue, and also that, for the first 
time in the history of the State, a 
woman sought the nomination. 
Robertson had the support of the 
Ku Klux Kian and Mrs. Ferguson 
drew support from the anti-Klan 
element. 

In most of the cities heard from 
this afternoon, the voting started 
with a rush, and indications were 
that the total vote would equal, 
if not exceed, the 702.000 ballots 
cast at the elimination primary 
July 26. Usually the vote at the 
‘run-off’ primary is considerably 
lighter than at the first election. 

Mrs. Ferguson entered the race 
in an effort to vindicate her name 
from the stigma of the’ judgment 
under which her husband and cam- 
paign° manager, James E. Fergu- 
son, former Governor, was im- 
peached. She drew whatever sup- 
port that a first woman candidate 
would have, in addition to the 
strength her husband has com- 
manded in Texas, and the anti- 
klan vote. 


In the campaign, Robertson ad- 
mitted the klan support, and James 
E. Ferguson, who conducted the 
campaign for his wife, arraigned 
the klan in virtually every speech 
he made. Robertson denied the 
klan was a vital issue, declaring 
it was a smoke screen laid down 
to hide what he said was the real 
issue of prohibition. 

In the elimination primary there 
were nine candidate for the gover- 
norship, Mrs. Ferguson and Rob- 
ertson being the survivors. Im- 
mediately afterward most of~-the 
defeated candidates in that pri- 
mary threw their support to Mrs. 
Ferguson and several of them 
were antiklan. Some of the Sen- 
ators who voted for Gov. Fergu- 
son's impeachment were active in 
the campaign closed today, and not 
only announced they supported 
Mrs. Ferguson, but spoke in her 
behalf. Among those who were 
active in her support was M. M. 
Crane, former Attorney-General, 
who prosecuted the impeachment 
charges against her husband | 

Robertson had a lead of a little 
more than 5000 votes over Mrs. 
Ferguson in Dallas, his home coun- 
ty. in the returns from 80 of the 
106 ballot boxes. Sixty of the 
boxes- were complete. 

The Republicans nominated T. P. 
Lee of Houston for the governor- 
ship in state convention Aug. 13. 
Lee, however, wired Ferguson that 
he hoped Mrs. Ferguson would be 
the Democratic nominee and if she 
was he would regard his nomina- 
tion as an “empty honor.’

Admiral Ma- 
gruder saiq tMe cruiser Raleigh 
and his flagship, the Richmond, 
would continue to search for 
Locatelli, using four airplanes 
they carried, unless the aviator 
was found or the hunt nada ex- 
tendeq beyond all hopes for his 
recovery. 

Funds Needed. 

In this connection, Admiral Ma- 
gruder requested that the Army 
Alr Service and “Canadian” Gov- 
ernment be asked to provide neces- 
sary funds for conducting the 
search for the Italian aviator. Nav- 
al officers here were inclined to ac- 
cept this request as meaning that 
the funds needei for this purpose 
should be provided by the Army 
Air Service and the -Italian Gov- 
ernment, since it was to finance the | 
expedition for the Italian flyer, and 
that the reference to the Canadian 
Government had been due to an er- 
ror in transmitting the dispatch 
here. ’ 

A dispatch from Admiral Ma- 
gruder (relative of Locatelli) said: 

“Piane of Italian aviator Is lost 
in fog. When sighted last plane 
was in latitude 61.30, longitude 
36.60 (about 275 miles northeast of 
Frederiksdal) at 1430 G. M. T, 
(2:30 .p. m. Greenwich mean time, 
Aug. 21). Search is being con- 
ducted for it by Raleigh, Richmond 
and Barry.

Natives in Search. 

A message from the Milwau- 
kee, dated today, and relayed by

It con- 
cludes with “Request authorization 
by Canadian Government or army 
air service for necessary expendit- 
ures.” 

The fog also was mentioned tn 
the Richmond message, which was 
forwarded by the American naval 
attache at Lonaon.

Messages Indicate Italians May Be 
Safe in Greenland.

ABOARD U. 8. 8S. RICHMOND, 
Aug. 22.—(Delayed.) While the 
naval squadron convoying the 
American world flyers was search- 
ing the coast of Greenland near 
Cape Farewell this afternoon for 
the missing Italian aviator, .Loca- 
telli and his companions, two mes- 
sages were received by Rear Ad- 
miral Magruder .which indicated 
the possibility that the Italians 
were safe at some isolated Green- 
land fjord. 

One message, from the steamer 
Taland Falk, under date of Thurs- 
gay night, said: ‘Think heard air- 
plane flying northward at 7:45 p. 
m., Greenwich meridian time, but 
not sure.” 

The other message, from Lieut. 
Lowell H. Smith, commander of the 
American flying expedition, read: 

“Report just received from na- 
tives says they heard an airplane 
30 minutes after Nelson (Lieut. 
Erik Nelson, one of the American 
flyers) landed. Locatelli may be 
here, so safe.” 

Eskimos Organize Search. 

Inasmuch as Lieut. Nelson 
landed at Frederiksdal from Ice- 
land at 7:15 p. m. on Thursday, it 
is believed the reports of a plane 
Yeing heard refer to ‘the same one. 

A wireless dispatch from the U. 
8S. S. Lawrence last night, which 
also outlined the}.above message 
from Lieut. Smith, said a party of 
Eskimos was being organized to 
search for the missing Italian air- 
men between Cape Farewell, on the 
southern point of Greenland, and 
Ivigtut, on the southwestern coast.

PLYMOUTH, Vt., Aug 23.—Pub- 
lication of John W .Davis’ challenge 
to President Coolidge to denounce 
the Ku Klux Kian and remove it 
from the campaign as an issue pro- 
voked no statement from the Presi- 
dent today. Mr. Coolidge and his 
assistants here read the text of 
Davis’ address this morning. Later, 
press dispatches disclosed to them 
that Charles G. Dawes, Republican 
nominee for the vice presidency, 
had taken it upon himself to an- 
swer the Democratic nominee's re- 
marks in part in his address today 


at Augusta, Me. 

The President spent this after- 
noon receiving Vermont acquaint- 
ances and paid no further atten- 
tion to the challenge. It is gen- 
erally conceded here that at one 
time or another before: the cam- 
paign @nds he must personally 
make some declaration about the 
klan, otherwise he faces the dan- 
ger of a bolt of large elemente of 
the Republican party, particularly 
the negroes in New York, New Jer- 
sey and the Middle West. , 

It is likewise conceded that Gen. 
Dawes’ attaéks on the klan, how- 
ever pointed they may become, will 
not answer the purpose of a state- 
ment from the President even 
though the latter congratulates’ his 
running mate on some. of his 
speeches. For these reasons the 
Democratic candidate's utterance 
yesterday has spread actual con- 
sternation among the President’s 
friends. , ‘ 

No Advice on Dawes’ Speech. 

It was stated at the temporary 
executive offices here today that 
neither the President nor Secretary 
Slemp had been in touch with Gen. 
Dawes since the Davis speech was 
delivered. Neither has talked with 
Chairman Butler. The President, it 
was said, had no advance informa- 
tion on what Gen. Dawes would say 
about the Ku Klux in his Augusta 
address, ; 

There is not even assurance that 
he would have approved the ad- 
dress in advance. One of his ad- 
visers pointed out that he saw no 
reason for the Republican party to 
become excited over the klan mere- 
ly* because it was brought to the 
front by a split in the Democratic 
party at a convention in which the 
religious question figured predomi- 
nantly. 

In addition, it was asserted that 
Mr. Coolidge had stated his posi- 
tion on religious and group intoler- 
ance in no mistakeapte terms in his 
acceptance speeoh. This spokesman 
expressed the view that, while 
many persons in the country might 
be affiliated with the kian, their 
relationship ‘to it had nothing to 
do with the outstanding issues of 
the campaign, sucn as taxation and 
the tariff. 

In contradiction of reports that 
negroes in Indiana and other klan 
states are bolting the G. O. P. 
ticket for La Follette and Davis, 
both of whom have announced 
themselves against the klan “and 
intolerance, some of the President's 
friends pointed out today that Mr. 
Coolidge had been generous in his 
appointments of pérsons of all 
races and religious beliefs. They 
declared hig record would stand 
the inspection of all voters. . 


Among His Friends. 

The President gave himself into 
the hands of friends and neighbors 
today and with Mrs. Coolldge and 
his father spent the afternoon on 
the front lawn of the family home 
here, shaking hands and visiting. 

For more than an hour the>Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Coolidge stood in 
front of the family home and re- 
ceived the callers,, who cime m 
from all sections of the’ State.

arteries of travel to the ‘section 
where they disposed of the body. 

“If every death

‘But Maniacs Plan.’ 
“The State’s Attorney says those 


that as a reason for hanging them,” 
Darrow said. “But maniacs plan, 
idiots plan, animals plan and any 
mind that functions at all may 
plan. 

“The law can vindicate without 
killing anyone else. 
such a glorious triumph of justice 
to place these boys on a scaffold, 
their feet tied, black caps on their 
heads and someone waiting to re- 
lease the spring?” 

Darrow asked the Judge to disre- 
gard “inflamed public opinion,” 
and to decide the penalty on the 
basis of his own conscience, judg- 
ment and courage. 

“IT want to call the attention of 
this court to some of the other 
acts of these two boys in this ter- 
rible and weird homicide, to show 
conclusively that there could. be 
no other reason than a diseased 
mind for their conduct,” said the 
pleader. 

“They were not moved by hatred, 
not moved by spite, not moved by 
the need for money. They were 
moved only by the vague mental 
wanderings of children. 

“Preparing for the crime, the 
boys went over to the Harvard 
School in broad daylight, kaown 
by every one. Loeb’s little brother 
was there. Your Honor has list- 
ened to many cases. Has _ there 
been in your experienge or in that 
of other lawyers, such a case as 
this? There never was. It all is 
only a question of disordered mind 
and the fact that these boys’ par- 
ents have money. 


Mad Act of a Child. 


“They pick up this boy, carry 
him around. Of course, it is a hard 
story, one that shocks—a boy bent 
on killing, not knowing whore he 
was going or whom he was going 
to get, but trailing a little boy, and 
the circumstances are opportune. 

“As I think of that story of 
Dickie trailing this little boy 
around, there comes to me the 
picture of Doctor Krohn, for 
16 years going in and out of 
buildings trailing victims without 
any regard for sex, age, families or 
surroundings. But he had a mo- 
tive. It was cash, as I shall show 
further. 

“One was the mad act of a child, 
the other a deliberate act of a man 
spilling blood. 

“They see the Franks boy on the 
street. Dick and Nathan call to 
him to get into the car. Five 
o'clock in the afternoon on a 
thickly settled street, the houses 
of their friends and companions, 
known to every one in the neigh- 
borhood. There were automobiles 
on the street. They took him into 
the car—for nothing.” 

Can Find No Parallel for Crime. 

“Their conduct shows everything 
for what it was. These boys 
should be examined in a psycho- 
pathic hospital, handled with care 
and kindliness. 

“They ultimately reach their ob- 
jective before that, they stop, get 
something to eat, knowing that the 
lifeless body of Bobby Franks is 
bleeding in the car. 7 

“Your honor, we don’t need te 
resort to miracles to satisfy blood. 
I repeat, you can search the an- 
nals of crime and you can find no 
parallel. It is all utterly at vari- 
ance with every act in the history 
of crime. There is not a single 
thing in it from the beginning to 
the end, not a normal act in any 
of it, except the conduct of dis- 
eased brains. 


With Wisdom Goes Mercy 
“If there were such a“thing as 


exact justice, it could only be ad- 
ministered by one who knew the 
inmost thoughts of a man to whom 
they were meting it out. I, who 
knew the families, who knew the 
origin of every cell that went into 
their body, who could tell of the 
emotion that sways the actions of 
that piece of human clay, could not 
do it. 

“Your Honor can not do it. If 
you can you are wise. And with 
wisdom goes mercy. No one would 
wish them death, with understand- 
ing, honest, with himself, and his 
life. No one who has tried and 
who has failed, can tell what jus- 
tice is. And the more we try and 
the mé@re responsibility we take do 
we realize that the one thing, mer- 
cy, pays. 

“Your honor, where is there a 
hum@n heart that would not be 
satisfied with placing these boys 
behind the bars? Where is a hu- 
man heart who could ask for 
more?” 

Plea for Prison Term. 

“Is not that a part of the finer 
instincts that are ‘slowly develop- 
ing? Must I ask for these boys for 
mercy by spending the rest of their 
lives in prison? It should not be 
hard to get that much mercy in 
any court in 1924.”

How 
many times has your honor listened 
to the State’s Attorney come into 
this court with a man charged 
with robbery with a gun and on a 
condition of plea of guilty accept 
a minimum sentence? 

“How many times hag the State's 
Attorney asked in this and other 
courts a sentence of death? Héw 
many times have others done it, 
not twice out of a thousand cases, 
I will venture to say. 

“How many times has the writ 
been changed? How many times 
has mercy come, even from the 
State’s Attorney's office? Yet for 
some reason, here is a case with 
two minor boys, with immature 
minde involved and the State's At- 
torney asked that the death pen- 
alty must be invoked. 

“Your Honor, would be turning 
back over the long long road we 
traveled, from the protection of 
youth and infancy, from the treat- 
ment of children, turning back to 
the barbarous days, if that request 
is met, 


“You would be dealing a stag- | 


gering blow to all that has been 
done in Chicago for the last 20 
years in the protection of infancy. 

“And for what? Just because 
people are talking about it. It 
would mean that in this land of 
ours, where newspapers are plenti- 
ful, a Court cannot herp feeling the 
great pressure of public opinion. 

“IT believe these boys should not 
be at large, that they are imma- 
ture and irresponsible. 

“How many times has assault 
with intent to rob or kill been 
changed in these courts to assault 
and battery? How many times 
have felonies been waived to as- 
sault with a deadly weapon? We 
are asking that these boys be let 
off with a prison sentence for life. 
That is the mercy we are asking 
from this Court and which we 
should not be compelled to ask for, 
but should have by right. Three 
hundred and forty murderers in 16 
years have pleaded guilty in this 
county. All the young who plead- 
ed guilty were released. One only 
was hanged and he a man of 40 
years. And yet they say we come 
here with a preposterous plea for 
mercy.

“The question needs no answer. 
You can answer it from the human 
heart. What influence will it have 
on unborn babes? What influence 
will it have on the psychology of 
fathers an@ mothers? Must I need 
argue that cruelty only breeds 
cruelty, that hatred only breeds 
hatred? If there is any way to 
kill evil and hatred, it is through 
cherity and love and understand- 
ing. 

“Childish, purposeless and with- 
out the slightest analysis, these 
boys committed this crime, and yet 
Christian men in a Christian com- 
munity want to hang them. 

“Every precedent, every bit of 
logic, urges this Court to have 
mercy. I am not pleading so much 
for these boys as I am for the ir- 
finite number of others, these who 
may £0 down in the storm without 
aid. 

Nursed Idke Hot-Honse Tilants. 

“Now, your Honor, who are these 
two boys? Leopold has a wonder- 
ful, brilliant mind, no doubt. about 
it. Loeb was of unusual intelll- 
gence, no question about] that. 
Nursed from their youths like hot- 
house plants and urged to learn 
more and more and more. 
Dr. Krohn says that they 
are intelligent. But it takes 
something besides brains to 
make a human being function nor- 
mally in the world. The emotion- 
al life keeps organisms in action 
until death. Intellect does not 
count so much.” 

Darrow illustrated this point by 
citing a mental prodigy who 
graduated a few years ago from 
Harvard with honors at the age of 
14. 

“Today he is looking for a job,” 
he added, “burned out; a non- 
entity.

“We build up habits so they will 
make inhibitions again  con- 
duct when the emotions come in 
conflict with the duties of life. 
Doctors Singer and Church admit- 
ted exactly what 1 am saying now. 
If the instinct is strong enough 
and the habit weakens, the former 


rules. 
Habit and Training. 
“Suppose one sees a $1000 bill 


and there is no one present. He 
may have the impulse to take. 
If he does not, it will be because 
his emotional nature revolts at it, 
through habit and training. That 
is why people do not commit what 
we call crime. All education 
means is the building up of habit, 
so that certain conduct revolts 
you. 

“Without emotional life, you 
cannot do it. Some have tried and 
failed. 

“How about this case? The State 
put on three experts and Dr. 
Krohn—I mean three alfenists and 
Dr. Krohn,” and Darrow went on,

Marx, Foreign Minister Stresemann 
and Finance Minister Luther, the 
three German delegates to the 
London international conference, 
today gave the Reichstag a for- 
mal accounting on their steward- 
ship of German interest in the set- 
tlement of the reparations prob- 
lem. That the Government made 
out a strong case for itself was 
the coneurring opinion of the 
ranks of the middle parties and 
the Socialists, while the official 
declaration is believed to have 


a decisively sobering effect upon 
the Nationalists. 

Ludendorff’s Fascisti party and 
the Communists were the only 
heckling faators at today’s ses- 
sion. The. foreign minister's spir- 
ited defense of the German proce- 
dure at London netted him  fre- 
quent outbursts of vociferous ap- 
plause, not only because of his ef- 
fective recapitulation of the ne- 
gotiations with Premier Herriot 
but also for the caustic manner in 
which he disposed of the heckling 
interruptions. 

Tonight the Government's pros- 
pects of obtaining a decisive ma- 
jority for the ratification of the 
London pact are viewed as highly 
favorable, especially as the Hergt- 
Von Tirpitz party has not yet suc- 
ceeded in uniting its Reichstag del- 
egation on a definite attitude. 

Ruhr Demands Action. 

Meanwhile scores of telegrams

' situation. forced the 


ROBBERS TAKE 
AUTO AND $4000 
IN GEMS ON FLOOR 


Party Seeking to Outwit 
Thieves Drop Jewelry, 
but Highwaymen Flee 
With Their Machine. 


The East St. Louis police are 
looking for five robbers who did 
the unexpected thing Friday night. 
Instead of searching the five mem- 
bers of an automobile party they 
held up at Fourteenth and State 
streets, these highwaymen ordered 
their victims from the machine and 
drove it away.

He 
said that the road from Versailles 
to London had been a chain of 
humiliation and threats. The Lon- 
don conference was not the final 
goal, he explained, and it might 
prove to be the beginning of a 
movement resulting in the collab- 
oration of al] the nations: 

“The Government.” he declared, 
“therefore asks the Reichstag to 
give Germany this opportunity to 
anticipate a prosperous future.” 

Finance Minister’s Views. 

Minister of Finance Luther, who 
addressed the Reichstag after the 
Chancellor, asserted that the con- 
sequences would be grave if the 
Reichstag rejected the London 
pact. He pointed to the continual- 
lf increasing number of unem- 
ployed and said that in the Ruhr 
alone 80,000 miners were idle. 

He declared that if the pact 
were rejected the Reichsbank’s 
credit policy would have to be re- 
stricted, agriculturalists would be 
unable to obtain credits, foreign 
loans would be withdrawn and the 
time would come when the Reich 
Federal States “and Communes 
would be unable to fulfill their

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Light Flashes on Mars 


Described by Scientist 


Schaer, Swiss Astronomer, Made Observations 
From Hut on Glaciers 12,000 Feet Above 
Sea Level.

JUNGFRAUJOCH, -§witzerland, 
Aug. 23.—Here last night, in his 
observatory on the top of Europe, 
nearly 12,000 feet above sea level, 
the famous Swiss astronomer, 
Schaer, planned to observe Mars 
during its closest approach to the 
earth. In the evening when I 
reached the lofty observatory, he 
offered to let me pass the night's 
vigil with him, looking into the 
thick carpeting of stars reflected 
from the glacier on top of which 
his hut is built. A storm, however, 
obscured vision of the planet last 
night. 

Prof. Schaer installed his. ob- 
servatory just beyond the mouth of 
the tunnel of the Funicular rail- 
wey, which leads almost to the top 
of the Jungfrau. It is surrounded 
by glaciers and crags. where the 
wind is forever swirling snow over 
sheets of eternal ice. Before the 
storm came, the heavens were 
filled with handfuls of brilliant 
stars that looked almost within 
reach. We seemed hung halfway 
between two worlds. 

Two Miles Nearer Mars. 

Prof. Schaer had hoped for two 
tangible results, signs of water or 
something analagous, and weather 
signs denoting atmosphere, both .of 
which might denote the possible 
existence of life on the neighbor 
planet. Despite the difficulties and 
discomforts of life at this altitude 
in the midst of glaciers and bliz- 
zards, he built his observatory here 
because it put him two miles near- 
er Mars and gave him that much 
less atmosphere to look through. 

Observations he made at Geneva 
during June indicated a heavy 
white cap of ice or snow on the 
Martian pole and extending duwn 
more than a third of the distance 
to the equator. Since he came up 
here this cap has dwindled, leading 
him to believe it is melting or 
evaporating. He believes he has 
also noted clouding effects. 

On Thursday night, when Mars 
already had drawn very close to 
the opposition point, Prof. Schaer 
had clear observation, and was re- 
warded with a sight of a new phe- 
nomenon. He saw on Mars several 
distinct flashes of light. They 
looked pale yellow, showing but an 
instant on the tiny disc, an inch 
in diameter, which is all even 
powerful telescopes can make of 
earth’s brother planet 34,000,000 
miles away. - 

What these flashes may be he 
does not know or pretend to judge. 
Twice since he came to this im- 
pressive spot he has glimpsed in- 
dications of them, and under the 
scientific surface of the star-gazer 
I could detect some of the excite- 
ment of possible discovery. I asked 
him to give me an idea what they 
were like. 


“Like electricity,” he said, ‘‘yel- 
low green, but fugitive, appearing 
only for the ftaction of a second 
on the disc. It can’t be compared 
to any earthly light. It’s too vast, 
too vague, and the same time too 
enveloping. Every moment Mars 
is visible and no snowstorm inter- 
feres, Prof. Alfred Kollicker and I 
have been watching for stronger 
indications,” 


“Could you cal] it a signal from 
Mars?” I asked. 

A Powerful Manifestation. 

“I can’t explain, but only record 
what I have seen,” he answered. 
“But it must be a powerful mani- 
festation of energy, whatever it 
may be, to be visible across such 
a gulf of space.’’ 

I asked him about the chances 
that Mars might send a radio mes- 
sage. 

“That is an infantile idea,” he 
commented. “If there are beings 
there, what reason to believe they 


have mentalities like ours? And 
even if they were like us, what 


reason to belleve they are radio 
fans?” 

He also described as “childish 
fancifulness” all the talk about 
throwing light with reflectors on 
an alpine glacier for the “Martians” 
to see. He hopes rather to obtain 
some genuine scientific information 
including a verification and expla- 
nation of the greeny-yellow flashes. 

When it bétomes colder with 
autumn, and the air undulations 
are less distracting, Prof. Schaer 
hopes to have surer data. The sum 
of the scientific deductions he gave 
to me today indicates increasing 
knowledge of Mars. The flashes 
he considers one of the two chief 
fruits of his observations, the 
other being the apparent cloudi- 


ness of the surface of Mars as it. 


approached the sun to its peri- 
helion. 
Water on Planct.. 

“The. spectroscope has never 
made it absolutely certain,” he 
said, “that there is water on Mars, 
but whatever-substance it is which 
turns into vapor has been very 
noticeable during “the past few 
days. Large seétions of the sur- 
face, previ y observed with 
clearness, Mave become obscured. 
If the vaporizing substance is wa- 
ter, this means. clouds. Many ca- 
nals known fo all students from 
Flammarion’s globe of Mars are 
invisible. 

If the invisibility comes from 
cloudiness, it would seem to*indi- 
cate intenser heat as Mars neared 
the aun, and increased evaporation. 
The rapid change in the polar caps 
would bear out such a theory. If 
there is water on Mars, what we 
see at the poles is snow. Earlier 
this summer the caps extended 
down for thirty or forty degrees 
from the pole. Now they extend 
about fifteen dégrees. 

Among the regions affected in 
this way he mentioned especially 
the Salia Lacus, which as seen from 
the Jungfrau at present shows 
much smaller than previously, 
while the four canals uniting it 
with other landmarks are all 
much stronger. This is also the 
region where the indications of 
flashes were clearest. So when 
colder nights give better seeing he 
hopes even with Mars farther away 
to get something more tangible 
than what’ he considers the pres- 
ent strong indications that Mars 
bas an atmosphere, water, and 
electricity.

Hundreds Gather on Mount Wilson 
to Take Look at Mars. 

CARNEGIE OBSERVATORY, 
MOUNT WILSON, Cal., Aug. 23.— 
Inquisitive Southern Californians to 
the number of 700 gathered at this 
mountain shrine of science last 
night to meet Mars, the red planet. 

It was a long but patient recep- 
tion line that former nea rthe high

“Life seems quite as intense on 
Mars as on the earth,” he said, 
“but it seems impossible to divine 
by what methods the two humani- 
fies will some day communicate 
with each other, doubtless by tele- 
graphic radiation.”

The Rev, Father Shannon Dis- 
cusses Popular Theories 
Concerning Planet. 


The current visit of the planet 
Mars, at about 35,000,000 miles dis- 
tance from the earth, its sister 
planet, was observed at St. Louls 
University last night by the Rev. 
James Shannon, 8. J., instructor in 
astronomy, and several students. 

“The planet was, visible from 
7:30 to 8 p. m.,.’ ther Shannon 
reported later, “Syut at the latter 
hour haze and .clouds shut it out 
from view for the rest of the eve- 
ning. Although the ‘seeing’ was 
very poor during the half-hour, the 
south polar-cap and the regions of 
reddish orange in. the northern 
hemisphere were plainly visible in 
the six-inch @fid three-inch tele- 
scopes used A clearer view tame 
in at 1@-p. m., it was announced. 

Simflar observations will be con- 
tinued. throughout the coming 


as the visitor’s departure after cal! 
Friday night, is a mere matter of 
minute mathematics and not ter- 
restrial hospitality. In response to 
@ request for .a popular explana- 
tion .of the. planetary reunion, 
Father Shannon said: 


‘‘Mars, like the Earth, circulates 
around the Sun.in an elliptical 
orbit, which approaches moderately 
close to the circular form. Mars 
is farther out from the sun than 
the earth. and it takes it 687 days 
to get around, Sometimes Mars and 
Mother Earth are 234 million miles 
apart, again as close together as 
49,000,000 miles—while their twin 
rotations on this occassion rave 
brought them even closer, Hence 
the great interest of astronomers, 


Views Not Satisfying. 


“And yet it may be confessed 
that the views, of the ruddy planet 
we can get, even now, are very 
far from satisfying. For Mars is 
a small world, only 4200 miles in 
diameter, and hence resenting 
only one-fourth of the surface of 
the earth. Its surface is, roughly, 
four times that of our moon, - but 
it is even now 150 times as far 
away. 

“Hence, even in the largest tele- 
scope it is not nearly as satisfying 
an object as the moon, as it’ has 
to be magnified about 75 times in 
comparison, to appear to the eye 
as large as the moon, viewed by 
the eye unaided, Nevertheless, as- 
tronomers and laymen find much 
of interest in. observing it. Mars 
rotates on its axis, making one 
complete revolution in. 24 hours, 
37 minutes. Hence any markings 
noticed on the surface can be 
seen to move across the field of 
view as the planet turns. So, too, 
the appearance of the surface is 
very .different according to the 
time of the Martian day at which 
it is observed. 

“Just now the southern hemis- 
phere (for Mars, rotating as it does 
on its axis, has north and south 
poles, equator and northern and 
southern hemispheres) is tilted to- 
ward us and hence toward the sun. 
Therefore the southern hemisphere 
of Mars is having ite spring tide or 
early summer. But if we wish to 
designate the Martian seasons with 
reference to the planet’s northern 
hemisphere, ag we do on earth, we 
shall have to‘say that Mars as a 
whole is having ita late fall or win- 
ter corresponding to November 
with us.” 

‘Interest in Ice Cap. 

Be that as it may, the southern 
hemisphere, turned toward the sun, 
is thawing out the ice-cap which 
during the long and cold Martian 
winter accumulated round the 
south pole and for great distances 
on every side. Yerkes Observatory 
reports the observation of a great | 
ice-cap. whose area is diminishing. 
Astronomers will be interested in 
watching the shrinking of this ice- 
cap and the springing up in me 
wake of what has been supposed 
to be vegetation.” 

“Relief that there is life on 
Mars,” said Father Shannon, “is 
a supposition, a big supposition. 
Of course, it is the planet with 
conditiong most nearly similar to 
those of earth. Belief that beings 
on Mars might have intelligence 
superior to that of earth is another 
supposition, even though Mars is 
older. My personal opinion ts that 
mankind hasn't gained 
in intelligence in 6000 years; 
have applied science, but I think 
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telligent as we are.

“General phrases are all verv 
well, but American labor is too in- 
telligent to bé fooleg”as to where 
its interests lle in the tariff ques- 
tion. They are too intelligent to 
be fooled, also, by a certain brand 
of nebulous clap-trap preached to 
them by a few leaders who want 
to use them as a political asset, in 
a combination with Socialists, fly- 
ing the red flag.

When it selects labor 
leaders it selects them for leaders 
of labor in the interest of labor, 
not as proprietors of its conscience 
or politics. 

“Let me state a great truth 
which no one understands better 
than those fine citizens, the up- 
right labor leaders of the country 
and the great body of unlon labor 
—the worst enemies to unionism 
and the progress of labor are the 
small number of radical labor lead- 
ers who attack law enforcing 
judges, and who, to the injury of 
law-abiding trades unionism, mis- 
represented the patriotic citizens 
belonging to it. 

“In Illinois and elsewhere I have 
been denounced because [I have op- 
posed the kind of unfon tactics 
that have made building opera- 
tions in Chieago dangerous to hu- 
man life, where corrupt men have 
used their influence to extort vast 
sums from the contractors, and 
where the gunmen and the bomb- 
maker have been actively at work. 
Every laboring man knows of this 
condition in Chicago during the last 
four years—that there have been 
murders and bombing by the 
wholesale—that there has been ex- 
tortion ang jury-fixing, and that 
certain lI@bor leaders have gone 


into politics in order to defeat law- / 


enforcing Judges. These leaders 
are a thorn in the side of honest 
unionism. Trades unionism, with 
a preponderant majority, does not 
approve these conditions, It abhors 
them as much as I do. 

“When illegal violence is con- 
doned and indifference to law is 
preached, what is the part of good 
citizenship, whether in or out of 
trades unionism? Nobody knows

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BABY 10 FAMILY PRIDE 


Young Missouri Couple, Wed 
Three Months, Admit Attempt 
to Smother and Bury Infant. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 23.— 
Mr. and Mrs. Loren Peerson, each 
.19 years old, are in the county 
jail tonight, held without bail, on a 
charge of assault with intent to 
kill. Their two weeks’ old baby 
boy, the intended victim of a sac- 
rifice for family pride, sleeps 
peacefully in a crib at General 
Hospital. . 

Arrested today, the couple con- 
fessed that they had planned to 
smother the infant and bury it to 
save their families from the dis- 
grace that would follow should the 
birth of the baby pecome known. 

Mr. and Mrs. Peerson were mar- 
ried three months ago at the home 
of the bride at Bates City, Mo. 
Both were members of well-known 
Bates City families. Following the 
wedding ' the couple came to Kan- 
sas City. 

Scuffles With Officers. | 

Peerson, last night, on a lonely 
road near Kansas City, was pre- 
paring to bury the baby in a grave 
he h dug, when officers went to 
investigate his actions. Peerson 
ran, after a scuffle with the offi- 
cers, leaving the baby, a motor 
car and his spade behind. 

The name “Johnson” on the 
baby’s clothing led to discovery of 
its parents. Officers. were in- 
formed that a Mrs. “Johnson” had 
left a local hospital yesterday with 
her new-born baby, and she was 
traced to the Peerson apartment. 

“We decided to kill the baby to 
save ourselves and our familie’ 
from disgrace,”’ the parents told of- 
ficials. 

But now that the secret of its 
birth is known, the young moother 
wants her baby. “When will I get 
my baby?’ she asks. The father 
has no feeling for the infant. “Wh»r 
should I have?” he answered in re- 
ply to a question.

When I read 
the papers this morning, I knew 
my prayer had been answered. 

Peerson lived on the farm of his 
father, FE. C. Peerson, near Bates 
City. He was graduated from the 
Bates Clity High School last year. 
He met Mary Constance Bain- 
bridge, now his wife, who is the 
daughter of a retired farmer living 
near Bates Ciity. She was graduat- 
ed from Bates City High School last 
May. 

Will Not Plead Guilty. 

Mr. and Mrs. Peerson will not 
plead guilty, as they first told au- 
thorities they would do, they said 
tonight. The couple said _ they 
could not see their act in the light 
of attempted murder. Rather, they 
regarded it as an act of mercy and 
for the benefit of the baby as well 
fas themselves. 

At first, before the birth of the 
baby, Mrs. Peerson said, they had 
considered giving the baby to some- 
one but decided against this be- 
cause of the danger of their secret 
becoming known. 

The wedding had been planned 
last Christmas, Peerson related, 
but an attack of illness prevented 
the ceremonies at that time. Then 
she had to return to school and 
they decided to postpone it until 
spring, when they ‘would move to 
Kansas City and dispose of the 
baby.

Cheese and Gains Weight

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—At Harry Wills’ camp at Rose Point, a 
beautiful spot on Peconic Bay, Southampton, L. I., we learned that 


| Wills’ training methods are almost totally opposite from Luis Fir- 
| po’s. Whereas Luis takes his steak and meat daily, Harry's special 
| training dish is cream cheese of his own making. 


Harry eats little 


meat and no steaks or beef until the day of a fight. 


Firpo is taking his training fair- 
ly easy just now, working gradu- 
ally more and more up to the fight, 
he says. Wills has done five weeks 
of hard work and has got himself

Wills eats only two meals a day. 
Firpo the regulation three. Wills 
jogs eight miles a day through 
heavy sand along the beach. Firpo 
does but five miles of road work 
and not much running to it. In- 
stead of punching a heavy bag, 
Willis pulls a rowing machine. 

Wills Gains, Despite Work. 

And whilé Firpo isdosing weight 
Wills finds the harder he works the 
more he gains! Luis has lost eight 
pounds, Harry has gained 14, now 
weighing 224, one pound more than 
Firpo says he weighs. 

In one respect only do Wills’ 
training ideas agree with Firpo's. 
Harry thinks that every man 
should train himself according to 
his own individual requirements. 
(This is the idea which the Finnish 
athletes who proved so redoubtable 
in the Olympics have given to our 
own Olympic athletes.) Therefore. 
both Wills and Firpo are their own 
trainers. 


“Of course these big profession- 
al trainers know their business and 
more about training athietes than 
I do,” Wills admitted. “But I fig- 
ure I've been in the game iong 
enough now to know just what it 
takes to get me in gondition. I 
don’t think they could help me 
any. While a trainer can tell a 
man’s condition on the outside by 
looking at him, he don’t know how 
the man feéls on the insf@e. Some 
days that eight miles along the 
beach doesn’t bother me at all and 
I can box five or six rounds and 
work all afternoon and never feel 
it.

Wills’ Training Quarters. 

Wills’ boxing arena is indoors, on

Vardon a Great Golfer Because 


He Never Presses, Sarazen Writes 


Always Chooses the Longer Club When in Doubt — Strives 
for Direction First, Power Last — Putting Only De- 
partment of Game in Which He Is Weak.

Harry Vardon, one of the greatest golfers of all time is probably 
the smoothest and easiest swinging golfer who has ever played the 


game. 


Bobby Jones has been his only rival in this ‘respect. 


Vardon 


at 52 years of age was still one of England’s leading golfers. He is now 


56 years old and is still capable of playing a strong game. 


His easy 


style enabled him to keep pace with the others. 


Vardon had two mottoes which 
all of us could well afford always 
to keep in mind. “Never press.” 
“When in doubt use the longer 
club.” 

How often have we all been 
short, way short, because we failed 
to use the longer club. 

Vardon used his spoon more 
than any club in his bag, I dare- 
say. He could play all kinds of 
shots with that club. He found it 
easier to get the ball into the air 
and he did not have to struggle as 
hard to get home as he would have 
had to with an iron. He could 
play the ball up to the green with 
his spoon and cut in such manner 
it would stop dead on landing. He 
could play a low shot Into the wind 
or he could use it in the ordinary 
way. 

A Graceful Style. 

Vardon’'s style Was very easy and 
also very graceful. His swing was 
very upright. He used the square 
stance on all shots and stood well 
over the ball. He took the club 
back almost in a straight line, then 
up, pivoting easily, but not notice- 
ably so, at the same time. He 
never hurried his swing either 
backward or forward. Yet on oc- 
casion he could get quite as much 
distance as the other fellow. 

I have seen Vardon outdriven 
fully 50 yards by others. But when 
the players came onto the green 
Harry was always there in the 
fame number of strokes as the 
other fellow. 

Up to the greens he had no su- 
perior. One reason Vardon won 
the British Open Championship so 
often was because of his uncanny 
direction. He was never off the 
fairway and generally he was right 
on the line to the flag. He be- 
lieved in control first, power last. 

A Poor Putter. 

Hm never carried his shot, al- 
ways kept his head and always 
swung the club at the same, even 
rythmical manner. No wonder he 
was hard to beat. Even when tired 
there was ease to Vardon's swing. 

Peculiarly enough Vardon was a 
poor putter for the reason he hur- 
ried the stroke and failed to take 
the club back in a straight line all 
the time. Putting was the only de- 
partment of the game in which 
Vardon was weak. 

He was one of the greatest 
mashid players the game has ever 
seen, principally because he used 
a short tback-swink and took plenty 
of time in swinging the club. 

The next time you play a round 
of golf keep in mind Vardon’s 
saying “Never press; when in 
doubt use the longer club” and no- 
notice how much your game will 
improve.

GAS FOR DIRIGIBLES 


Government Installs $100,000 
Plant: at Lakehurst that 
Separates Air Adulteration 


the Associated Press. 
BY VASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The 


coming of the German-made dirig- 
ible ZR-3 to the United States this 
fall accentuates the value of that 
recent acquisition to science, non- 
explosive helium gas, of which this 
country possess a.commercial mon- 
opoly. The ZR-3, which is to be- 
come American property as a rep- 
arations payment, will be flewn to 
America using hydrogen, but upon 
its arrival will be inflated with 
helium. '

erican supply of helium, that a 
measure is pending in Congress to 
insure ita conservation and to pro- 
hibit its exportation.

Helium 98 Per Cent Pure. 
A repurification plant has re- 
cently been installed at Lakehurst, 
N. J., home of the navy air giant 
Shenandoah. Air seeps in through 
the huge envelope of the Shenan- 
doah, and when the helium purity 
is lowered to 85 per cent, through 
admixture of the air, the mixture 
is taken ‘out and put into a refrig- 
eration plant and again separated. 
Helium 98 per cent pure is recov- 
ered, with only about 1 per cent 
loss. ; 
This new repurification plant cost 
about $100,000, but it has already 
demonstrated a saving of $180,000, 
each time the gas is taken out and 
repurified. The cost of filling the 
Shenandoah with unused helium is 
estimated at $200,600. The repuri- 
fication system enables helium for- 
merly.used to be restored to its 
pristine purity and pumped into the 
Shenandoah for $20,000.

Won’t Burn or Explode. 
Sources of supply of helium are 


three states in which it was origin- 
ally found, and more recently in 
Utah and Montana, according to 
Dr. C. 8. Lind, of the Bureau of 
Mines. The conditions which regu- 
late its retention are not known. 
Unless helium is found to exist in 
quantities of one-half of one per 
cent, mixed with other gases, com- 
mercial development is not consid- 
jored worth while. Two per cent of 
helium in a well is the maximum. 

Helium is “perfectly inert chem- 
ically,” says Dr. Lind. “It won't 
burn or explode, and it might even 
put out a gasoline fire, While hy- 
drogen can be manufactured any- 
where in the world and is univers- 
ally obtainable, the safety of he- 
lium makes it the more desirable.” 

Helium was first discovered in 
the sun in 1869, Dr. Lind explains. 
From the Greek word heliog, 
meaning the sun, it gets its name. 
It was discovered on earth in 1896 
and in the United States in natural 
gases in 1907. The Bureau” of 
Mines started helium work in 1917 
as a War proposition.

Navy Experimenting With 


Transmitters 


Successful Day i and Night Tests Are Proving 
the Value of High Frequency and 
Low Power. 


Radio experts of the navy have 
achieved phenomenal results with 
high-frequency (short-wave) trans- 
mitters operating on approximately 
3000 kilocycles. 

Commenting on regular tests, Dr. 
A. H. Taylor, superintendent of ra- 
dio at the Naval Research Labora- 
tory at Bellevue, D. C., said: 

“The American Radio Relay 
League is co-operating with us in 
the tests we are making, and we 
are receiving reports from observ- 
ers in the following states: Maine, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Georgia, Florida, Louisiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Missouri, Oregon and 
California. 

We are also receiving reports 
from Canada regularly and occa- 
sionally from Porto Rico. We have 
had reports from Brazil, France, 
Holland and England and hope for 
some from other countries before 
long. 

What we are attempting to do is 
get a line on the seasonal variation 
of transmission and on the reliable 
range which can be obtained with a 
given amount of power. It will 
take considerable time, perhaps 
another year, to conclude these ex- 
periments and we are now in no 
position to make final statements 
as to what can or cannot be done. 
We are simply collecting a large 
amount of data, increasing the 
number of observers from day to 
duy and relying very largely on the 
co-operation of American ama- 
teurs. 

One of the most interesting 
things about this work is that it 
does not in any way interfere with 
broadcast listeners, as it would be 
impossible for any of them to be 
aware of it when we are using our 
most powerful transmitters. That 
is because our sets all operate on 
pure CW with a very steady pure 
wave, free of those irregularities 
which are so prone to cause inter- 
ference in broadcast receivers. The 
wave length is so far removed from 
the broadcast band that it is not 
possible for such receivers to pick 
up our signals, even if they desired 
to do so.” 

Further observations indicate 
that high-frequency transmission 
fades less in darkness than day- 
light. In a report to the Navy De- 
partment, Dr. Taylor writes as fol- 
lows: 

“This laboratory has recently 
been carrying on extensive tests, 
both daylight and after dark, at 
frequencies between 1500 and 3000 
kilocycles. Long distance so-called 
“freak” transmission after dark on 
high frequencies is no new thing. 
and has hitherto been of little in- 
terest to the naval servicé because 
of its utter unreliability, but in re- 
cent years the advent of tube trans- 
mitter for high frequencies per- 
mitting CW reception, and the 
enormous improvements that have 
been made in receivers for high 
frequencies, puts the matter in a 
somewhat different light. Further- 
more, experimental work done by 
the Westinghouse company, by the 
Bureau of Standards, and by nu- 
merous amateur experimenters, has 
shown that if the frequency is high 
enough, some apparently new phe- 
nomena of transmissions take place 


and the intensity of signals appar- 


ently doés not in any way follow 
the well-known Austin-Cohen 
transmission formula. Amateurs 
have succeeded in bridging a!- 
most unbelievable distances, using 
frequencies in the neighborhood of 
3000 kilocycles. . 

“The Westinghouse company ha- 
been experimenting for several 
years with these frequencies and 
information is at hand that they 
have discovered that great dis- 
tances can be regularly bridged 
with very small amounts of power 
if the frequency is high enough. 
They found, for instance. working 

Pittsburg and Cleveland, 
that at 3000 kilocycies transmission 
was possible by daylight, but better 
after dark. On the other hand, 
at 3500 kilocycles (80 meters), the 


was actually better by 
daylight than after dark. They also 


found a remarkably lesser degree 
of fading and swinging of signals 
on these high frequencies than on 
those well known in the amateur 
range within 1500 kilocycles. They 
further found very much less in 
the way of atmospheric disturb- 
ances, thus permitting very high 
amplifications in the receiver. 


“These experiments have been 
more or less borne out by the tests 


which this laboratory has made on 
the intrafleet transmitter. It has 
been comparatively easy to work 
as far west as Detroit in the day- 
time and as far north as Connecti- 
cut. Asa matter of fact, a consid- 
erable number of stations within a 
radius of several miles have becn 
comfortably communicated with 
both by daylight and after dark. 
Until recently, the shortest wave 
length which this transmitter 
reached was 110 meters (2726 kilo- 
cycles). On this frequency con- 
siderable fading had been observed 
both by daylight and after dark, 
but it is not as pronounced as it is 
on somewhat lower frequencies. 
This transmitter can readily be 
modified to go down to short waves 
or higher frequencies, and further 
experiments in this laboratory will 
be made. Successful tests with 64 
meters have also been made. 


‘It is well known that other coun- | 


tries, particularly France and En- 
gland, are prosecuting such inves- 
tigations very actively. It is re- 
ported that entirely satisfactory 
daylight transmission between 
Paris and Nice has been obtained 
on a wave length of 66 meters, 
which is about 5500 kilocycles. It 
is well known that Marconi has 
succeeded in bridging considerable 
distances in the neighborhood of 
100- miles by telephone at wave 
length of 15 meters, or a frequen- 
cy of 20,000 kilocycles. This he 
did with the aid of reflectors, 
which brings up the point that if 
the. wave length is short enough, 
or the frequencies high enough, it 
is possible to build a sort of re- 
flecting screen of parabolic shape 
which is not too large and cumber- 
some, and will confine the energy 
to a considerably smaller beam. 
This oviously permiits small pow- 
er to be used with remarkable effi- 
elency. 

“The 100-meter transmitter of the 
Westinghouse Co. at their Spring- 
field works is said to have been 
heard in Denver (telegraphic trans- 
mission) without the aid of antenna 


or ground. The Navy intrafleet 
transmitter has been copied in 
Baltimore on its lowest power with 
only a few hundredths ampere in 
its antenna, also without the use 
of antenna or ground. The intrin- 
sic radiation on these short waves 
is extremely high. 

“There is a field of investigation 
here which, in the opinion of the 
laboratory. should be entered by 
the naval service to keep ab 
of other countries. The number of 
possible channels of communication 
at these Very high frequencies is 
almost infinite theoretically, and is 
very large pravtically.” 


For the Notebook. 
Erect the antenna so that it will 


not be affected by storms. 
When charging a storage battery, 
put in a little pure distilled water. 
A receiving aerial does not re- 
quire so much insulation as a 


transmitting one. 

Never allow hot solder to come 
in contact with minerals used in 
crystal sets. 

Receiving sets working without 
an antenna pick up the _ energy 
through the coils, wiring and 
ground wire. 

Managanin, an alloy wire, con- 
taining 12 per cent manganese, 4 
per cent nickel and 84 per cent 
copper, is usually used in resistance 
coils. 

If signals are mushy and stations 
hard to get, reverse the leads on 
the grid coil. 

Microphonic noises, which pro- 
duce clicks and scraping sounds, 
are caused by loose contacts. They 
may occur in battery connections, 
in vacuum tube sockets, or in rheo-

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Q. (1) Which makes less noise, 
a wire-wound rheostat of one of 
the carbon disc type?’

simply modulate the output of the 
two oscillator tubes.

we no longer recommend either the 
ultra audion or single-circult re- 
generative because of the squeals 
and howls transmitted into the 
“air’’ whenever the tuning controls 
are adjusted. Either one is excel- 
lent when some method damping 
sounds is employed. One 
stage of radio frequency “ahead” 
of the detector serves this purpose 
quite satisfactorily, but some slight 
difficulty may be encountered in 
preventing the r. f. from howling. 
Practice and experience, however, 
in making different adjustments, 
will enable you to get the most out 
of the set. As an alternative, for 
the two types you have mentioned, 


why not construct a reflex, either

Q. The diagram I am enclosing 
with my letter will show the way 
my single circuit receiving set is 
connected.

A. In the first place, your varia- 
ble condenser is shown connected 
in parallel with the inductance coll, 
whereas it should be connected in 
series with the aerial and the coil. 
As a result, your set cannot tune 
down to broadcast wavelengths, 
when the ground is connected. to 
correct the trouble, change the 
variable condenser to the series 
position and attach the ground lead 
to its proper binding post. Your set 
“howls” and “squeals” excesrively 
with the ground disconnected be- 
cause the body capacity effects are 
greatly amplified, while with the 
ground replaced, they are consid- 
erably minimized. — 


Q. My office is on the top floor 
of a tall office building and I am 
unable to employ an aerial. 
spend much of my time in the eve- 
nings at the office, I should like a 


receiving set which will operate 


without an antenna. What would 
be the best kind to get? J. B. 

A. We would suggest that you 
arrange with a radio dealer for a 
demonstration of a set which op- 
erates with a loop aerial. 


Q. I have never seen a super- 
heterodyne hook-up which uses legs 
than six tubes.

Then 
Steiner bought Bach's interest and since that 
bas been sole owner. 


Fairfield, tn the earlier days as now, was 
mainiy American and Gentile. There was no 
Jewish group within which Steiner might have 
encased himeelf if he had been so disposed. 
Se from the first he was a functioning mem- 
ber of the community tin which he had cast 
bis lot. He was a good “jiner.” He joined 
the Masons and Odd Fellows and Knights of 
Pythias, helped organize the building and 
lean association. was for a term a member 
ef the City Council and after a while became 
a bank director. For 37 years he has been 
treasurer of the Masons and for 33 years 
treasurer of the Odd Fellows. 

He can have both jobs as long as he lives.

Nobody asks for a detailed statement. If the

It is not as haphazard as ft sounds. In fact, 
it isn’t haphazard at all. That is why the 
lodge members never ask for details. They 
know Steiner is scrupulously exact in his 
financial affairs and as thrifty in handing 
the lodge funds as in handling his own. 

With his synagogue membership ts &t. Leuts, 
too far away for frequent attendance, he made 
fidelity to his lodges a matter of religion, and 
rever missed a meeting, no matter how 
stormy the meeting night. And always he 
was the first to volunteer when there was a 
call for members to sit up with the sick. 


| “Steiner's Corner” a Town Institution 


The years passed and Steiner prospered. 
How he did it was a mystery, for his prices 
were low and he was always throwing in 
extras at the slightest provocation. He mar- 
ried and established a home and his children, 
lacking a synagogue to attend, went to the 
Presbyterian Sunday school. 

Steiner's “corner” became one of the in- 
stitutions of the town. The Gentiles of town 
end country, unto the second and third gen- 
eration, came to him to be clothed. His terms 
were cash if they had it and credit if they 
needed it. If a young man wanted a suit of 
clothes and did not have the price, he went to 
Steiner. 

“Manny,” he would say (nobody ever calis 
him anything but Manny), “I need a suit of 
ciothes, but I've only got $3 to pay on it.” 

“All right,”’ Steiner would say, “pick it out 
and pay for it when you can.” 

And he says now that he never suffered a 
less worth mentioning and was never put 
to the unpleasant necessity of going to law to 
ecliect what was due him. 

He took an interest in politics and for 
nearly half a century, thinking himself a citi- 
ecn through the supposed naturalization of 
his father, he voted the Republican ticket. 
only to find, during the World War, when 
such matters were scrutinised, that he was 
not a citigen, a disability which he hastened 
to have corrected. Im everything affecting 
the community's welfare his interest and 
activity and support were to be counted upon. 
but he was not the aggressive type of public 
man and it was as the diffident, soft-spoken. 
smiling little business man that he counted 
most in the community's affection. 

With old age pressing upon him. his one 
ambition, often spoken of, was to live to ceie- 
brate the fiftieth anniversary of his business. 
And he promised himself and intimated to 
his friends and customers that if he lived 
that long it would be such a celebration as 
Fairfield and Wayne County had never had. 

For weeks before the day Steiner, using 
bis regular advertising spece in the local 
newspapers, announced the progress of the 
preparations. The Chamber of Commerce co- 
operated in the planning for what. it was de 
cided, should be called “Steiner day.” 

The program called for a reception “on the 
corner.” a perede, a barbecue and picnic. 
speeches, games and contests and a commun- 


ity dance, all at the expense of “Manny.” 
The great day came and early in the morn- 
ing the roads to Fairfield were congested with 
automobiles and farm conveyances. By 9 
cclock the town was filled with country 
people. Main street was all a-flutter with 
flags. The crowds converged at “Steiner's 
corner” and for an hour men, women and 
children surged in through the front doors 
and shook hands with “Manny” and received 
the souvenirs he had provided, and poured out 
through the side doors into Second street. 


After the reception Steiner slipped away 
and was taken to the edge of town, where 
the parade was forming. The crowd, filling 
Main street, waited. Motion picture men took 
their station. An airplane hummed overhead. 
From the far end of the street band music 
fioated faintly. Murphy’s Band, the pride of 
Fairfield, was leading the parade. 

Behind the band rode Steiner, seated on 
a decorated truck. with his grandchildren 
grouped around him. Then a long line of 
f‘oats and decorated automobiles. 


At the City Park 40 acres were packed with 
automobiles and old-fashioned family vehicles 
from the farms. Winding among these the 
parade ended at the speakers’ stand and there, 
with thousands filling the natural amphithe- 
ater, the welcoming exercises were held, with 
3. F. Thomas acting as chairman and Thomas 
H. Creighton delivering the address of wel- 
come in Steiner’s name, for oratory is not in 
Steiner’s line, commending him for his 560 
years of service to the community, and bidding 
the people make merry while the day lasted. 
And Judge J. L. Cooper added ‘this word of 
praise for the host of the occasion. 


And there, to prove that “Manny” sold good 
goods, even if he did sell “at cost” or “below 
cost” and throw things in, a suit bought from 
him 48 years ago by Conrad Kern of Cisne, to 
get married in, was taken from its box and 
shaken in the breeze, long-tailed coat and flap- 
ping trousers, while the crowd cheered. 

There were telegrams from Gor. Small and 
ether State officials and more than 200 liet- 
ters from friends who were too far away to 
attend the celebration. 

For the barbecue 60 sheep, 20 beeves and 
50 hams had been provided, ample to feed the 
multitude, but serving more than 15,600 took 
two hours, with crowds constantly about the 
tremch and the cutting tables, receiving por- 
tions of meat and bread and pickles. 

At 2 o'clock there were further exercises, 
with Congressman T. S. Williams, Senator C. 
L. Woods and H. S. Kraemer making the 
speeches, and E. A. Childress reading «a bi- 
egraphy of the host. 

Woods told how he had been a customer of 
“Manny” ever since 1878, when he bought his 
wedding suit at the corner for $8.50, which he 
had accumulated by making railroad ties for 
18 cents apiece, delivered at Keen's Station. 
and Steiner, learning what it was for. threw 
in a necktie and a pair of gloves, in addition 
to letting him have it “at cost.” 

There had been whispers that the Ku Kiux 
Klan was going to do something and the 
crowd was keyed to expectancy. As the 
speaking ended Steiner was led br his son, 
Alvia, to an open space in the center of the 
park, where the peaked hoods of the klans- 
men were visible over the heads of the crowd 
that circled the area. 

There were 40 of them. all robed and hood- 
ed. led by ome on horseback. They grouped 
around Steiner and one, raising the cowl of 
his hood, revealed himself as the Rev. Herbert 
G. Markley. pastor of the Fairfield Presby- 
terilan Church.

Mrs. Martin’s story didn’t track at all with 
the Kid’s story about it being a case of sui- 
cide. Even detectives could see that. No 
woman would yell, “My God, don’t do that!” 
and then kill herself. It stands to reason. 
But if Mrs. Martin queered the Kid’s story she 
at least didn’t give any damaging evidence 
against him. 

The police took her to see the Kid and he 
didn’t bat an eye. He leaned up against a 
wall while she gave him the once-over and 
she said: “No, that isn’t the man I saw.” 
Still, it looks bad for Kid MfCoy. 

The grand jury has ndicted him. 
More than 30 witnesses were ready to testify. 
One of these was the Kid's own sister, Mrs. 
Jennie Thomas, who has told police of a con- 
yersation with McCoy the night of the murder, 
in which he said: “I just had to kill that wom- 
an.” Another witness was Albert Mors, the 
dead woman’s divorced husband, to whom she 
left all her money, more than $200,000, it is 
said. Left it to him “with love,"’ too, 80 maybe 
the Kid hadn't stood so well with the lady of 
late. Other witnesses testified that the Kid 
had shot up Mors’ store after the murder. 
They all made it pretty black for him, but the 
Kid's friends think he will get out of it. Kid 
McCoy always had good luck in breaking 
through mix-ups with women. 

He has been married to seven women and 
every one of them divorced him. Not that 
the Kid—his real name is Norman E. Selby— 
cared about the divorces. Twice he married 
one of his wives over again, which caused 
some newspapers to print that he had been 
married nine times. That wasn't fair. The 
Kid was married only seven times, as the two 

extra remarriages don’t count, he thinks.

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MRS. THERESA MORS, 
The beautiful and wealthy divorcee, who was 
found dead in an apartment she had shared 
with Kid McCoy. Recent evidence has been 
produced to support the contention of the 
police that she was murdered and did not 
shoot herself as he contends. 


fighter at one time, nor would anybody have 
paid so much attention to McCoy’s personal 
affairs—his marriages and the times he was 
arrested—if he hadn’t once been  middle- 
weight champion of the world. Just like the 
Kid often says, “Boys, it’s hell to be great. 
They get you on the rise and on the fall and 
you're not on top long enough to matter.”’ 
The Kid was always a great guy for philos- 
ophy. 

In his prime Kid McCoy was just about the 
most popular champion in any class. Cor- 
bett and John L. and Lanky Bob were there, 
too, but for downright fighting meanness the 
Kid walked off with the fan’s money any 


time. 


The Kid’s Reputation 

Here’s what Robert Edgren said about him 
once in the New York World: . 

“Kid McCoy was known as the cruelest 
man in the ring, was proud of his reputation 
and made a specialty of living up to it. Once 
his man was started, the Kid usually took his 
time in finishing the job. He could calculate 
an opponent’s recuperating powers to an in- 
finitesimal fraction. He would let his enemy 
of the moment recover just to the verge of 
being dangerous, then hit him hard enough 
to render him helpless again without quite 
knocking him out. The knockout blow would 
come when McCoy wearied of his cat-play. 

“Against a very dangerous man the Kid 
naturally took fewer risks and tried to finish 
the fight as soon as possible, but he had a 
well-studied knack of delivering blows that 
cut and seemed never so happy as when in- 
flicting « lot of damage. His sneer was fa- 
mous. With his pale, tallowy face and that 
sneer, McCoy in the ring was a picture.of 
ruthless cruelty.’’ 

That stuff got the public every time. The 
Kid knew it and played up. He'd take them 
from their seats shouting when he laid a 
man’s eye open or tore his ear. It was bloody 
fighting and the fans ate it up. 

The Kid was a self-made man, too. He 
was born in Rush County, Indiana, and ran 
away from home when he was 13. After 
knocking about Tailroad yards and laborers’ 
camps over the country he showed up in 
Cleveland in 1894 and joined a fight man- 
ager’s stable. Jimmy McGlade, Col. Jim Buck- 
ley and Frank Penny, leading Cleveland 
sports, looked him over and decided he was 
due to pass out from T. B. or anemia and 
would never make a fighter. But the Kid 
showed them differently. 


The First Knockout 


After winning several fights from prelim- 
boys, the Kid suffered a spell from a swelled 
head. He was matched to fight Billy Steffers 
at the Cleveland Athletic Clad. “I'll knock 
that stiff to hellangone,” the Kid told his fol- 
lowers. “He won't last a round with me,” 
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The. cog written by McCoy the night of 
the murder, which seems to indicate that he 
and Mrs. Mors might have had a suicide pact 
and that he welched on it after he saw the 


woman dying. 


When they entered the ring McCoy sneered 
at Steffers and scowled. The gong sounded, 
but McCoy made no move toward his man. In- 
stead he stood stock still and stuck out his 
jaw. “Hit me,” he taunted. Sure enough, 
Steffers hit him and knocked him cold. Tke 
Kid was always a great joker. 

But he made up for this mistake by fight- 
ing Steffers again and simply cutting him into 
raw meat. 
Tommy Ryan’s camp. Ryan was then driving 
toward the welterweight championship. 

Here the Kid came up against a tough 
proposition. He was one of Ryan’s sparring 
partners and Tommy made the going rough 
for the hams he hired as punching bags. Mc- 
Coy hated Ryan for the punishment he gave 
him and soon quit the camp, vowing to get 
even. “I’m gonna camp on this guy’s trail 
and lick him some day,” the Kid told his 
friends. And this is how he did it: 

He went to Boston and fought several easy 
men, letting the word get out that he was 
about through because of consumption. Then 
he sent a challenge to Ryan, saying: “I know 
you can lick me, Tommy, but it'll a a 
good fight and we'll both clean up.” This 
gave Ryan the idea that the Kid would be 
casy picking. So the champion signed to fight 
McCoy at Maspeth, L. I., Mareh 2, 1896. The 
word had got around that it was a grudge 
fight. for the middleweight title and thou- 
sands of fans turned out. 

All MeCoy’s friends who saw. that fight 
knew that he was a sharp, clever guy. He 
had fooled Tommy into thinking that he was 
weak from sickness and Tommy had neglect. 
ed to train. Imagine the champ’s face when 
he saw McCoy climb into the ring nicely ripe 
for the battle of his career! Ryan saw at once 
that he had been outcheated and that he'd 
be lucky to get off with a quick knockout. 
But that wasn’t Kid McCoy's way of fighting. 
He meant to make Tommy pay for the cut 
lips and black eyes he had inflicted. The 
Kid was always sort of mean that way. 

Well, they fought for 16 rounds and after

Numerous methods of treatment for ivy poisoning 
have been used in the past. There has been no real 
cure, and no real preventive that would enable one 
to “dope himself up’ before starting on a picnic or 
a hike, and to go ahead and have a good time with- 
out fear of consequences. Dr. McNair has supplied 
both a remedy for the already poisoned and a pre- 
ventive by which the pradent may forestall any 
chance of poisoning. 

He proceeded in truly scientific fashion, by first 
catching his poison. There has always been a great 
deal of dispute as to what causes ivy poisoning. Vari- 
ous scientists and physicians have claimed that ‘the 
active principle in the plant is a volatile oil, a heavy 
ofl, a resin, an acid, and a dozen other kinds of 
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Poison sumac, which grows in bogs and wet places. 


things. Various experiments and analyses have 
tended to bear out one or the other of these theories, 
but no conclusive results have ever been reached. 

Dr. McNair set to work with a lot of poison ivy 
leaves, extracting and distilling. He put his material 
through five different steps, each time getting nearer 
to a pure extract. Each time his distillate was non- 
polsonous.* This put a quietus on the idea that the 
poison, whatever it may be, is volatile. 

In the end, he had a gummy, brown substance that 
was poisonous. 

With this residue he went to work. First he tried 
to analyze it, and though it resisted complete chem- 
ical investigation, he found out enough to set it down 
as belonging to the hydrocarbon series, like the 
heavier, nonvolatile oils. Then he tried mixing it 
with various solutions to find what would combine 
with it to form a neutral, nonpoisonous substance. 
He found that various salts of lead and zinc, which 
had been used as poison ivy remedies in the past, 
did neutralize it to a certain extent, but not com- 
pletely. 

The best and most effective proved to be salts of 
iron, particularly ferric chloride. 

This proved to be an absolutely complete neutral. 
izing agent, leaving no trace of poisonous quali- 
ties in the toxin solution when it was added. Dr. 
McNair therefore suggests as a means of preventing 
ivy poisoning the use of a five per cent solution of 
ferric chloride in half-and-half mixture of alcohol 
and water, or giycerine and water. If the hands 
and face are bathed freely in this soiation either be- 
fore or immediately. after one goes into a region 
known or suspected to contain poison ivy or its 
kindred plants, no il) effects can follow. ; 

The beauty of this remedy is that it is cheap, that 
the materials are easy to get at any drug store, and 
that anyone can make it. And it is nonpoisonous and 
absolutely safe. Only GRAIN alcohol must be used. 
Any other kind is poisonous, even externally, and 
would cause grave harm. 

This “iron treatment” for the prevention of ivy 
poisoning has received thorough tests. The botany 
classes at the University of Chicago made frequent 
trips inte the Indiana dunes at the southern end of 
Lake Michigan, where poison ivy and poison sumac 
abound. Up until the time when Dr. McNair’s treat- 
ment was announced, students frequently developed 
cases of ivy poisoning, and one of the professors, 
Dr. George E. Faller, being exceedingly sensitive to 
the weed, almost invariably carried a small crop of 
blisters on his hands throughout the botanizing 
season. 

Since adopting the “iron treatment” ivy poisoning 
has become a thing unknown in the botany depart- 
ment at Chicago University. 

Dr. Faller has developed a modification of his own 
on the “iron treajment,”’ using a strung solution of 
ferrous sulphate in water instead of the ferric chio- 
ride in water-alcohol. There seems to be no definite 
strength of solution—anything short of saturation 
will do. Dr. Fuller states that the sulphate solution 
is cheaper to make than the chloride and that it 
keeps better. The methed of use and the results 
obtained are the same. Sodium sulphite is afother 
remedy recommended by Dr. McNair and tested, with 
good results, in the-Chicage botany ciasses.

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N OLD woman—shabby, underuvourished and 
eccentric—died in London the other day.

found certain necessary factors, called 
vitamins, which animals must have to 
grow properly or reproduce their kind.

But the vitamins in the milk 
come from the green grass which the 
cow eats, as the vitamins in the fish liv- 
er come from the tiny green sea plants 
that form the primary food of all fish. 


While the sunlit layer is filled with 
more varieties of anima! life, some feed- 
ing on plants and others on other ani- 
mals which feed on plants, it is by no 
means the only region inhabited. In the 
quieter depths are other animals more 
widespread in their range, while near 
the bottom are still other and different 
forms adapted for living in the cold, 
nearly lightless region which is little 
changed winter or summer, day or 
night. 

There live the carnivorous creatures 
which feed on other animals of the deep. 
There also are mud-eaters and scav- 
engers, which exist on the dead matter 
that is ceaselessly raining down from 
above. 

In some deep sections of the sea, the 
ocean has what might be called a false 
bottom—a region where the water be- 
comes too dense for the small life forms 
to sink rapidly and where they hang 
suspended to furnish a sort of submarine 
roof garden, where the mud-eating, bot- 
tom-living forms can come up and get 
a rich meal of their favorite food. Many 
of these bottom-living creatures have 
bodies adapted to great changes in pres- 
sure and migrate upward at night for 
considerable distances. 

Some of these deep-sea fish have rows 
of lights along their bodies, others even 
have headlights with a reflector behind 
to throw the light in front of them as 
they swim. These natural lanterns 
must be very useful to creatures in the 
inky biackness of the great deep— but, 
strange to say, it has been noticed that 
in most cases the lights carried by fish 
nearer the surface are larger than those 
down below, while almost all of the 
surface-living forms are phosphorescent.

Looking back through the _history of crime it 
will be found that always, in some part ‘of the 
world, a murder is being done, solved, or dealt 
with in the courts of justice with the inevitable 
focusing of the interest of some community, nation 
or continent. S 

In nearly every casé there is an element of mys- 
tery and sometimes this is not entirely @issipated, 
even after a confession has been made and sen- 
tence of death has been pronounced. 

Was there ever, for instance, a murder case so 
fraught with mystery at every turn and so amazing 
in its climax as the one in which Stephen and Jesse 
Boorn, brothers, wéte charged with killing their 
brother-in-law, Russell Colvin, at Manchester, Ver- 
mont, more than 100 years ago? A recountal of 
this mystifying and literally astounding case makes 
one of the best chapters in a book just off the Mac- 
millan press, “Studies in Murder,” by Edmund Les- 
ter Pearson. 

Even the supernatural figures in this true story— 
one of the strangest in the history of criminal juris- 
prudence. And as for the climax,.nothing so start 
ling has ever been devised by the’ most imaginative 
fictionist. 

This remarkable denouement must take its place 
in its regular order in this retelling of the wonder- 
ful story, but it is Worth waiting for. 

Right at the start there was deep mystery. Amos 
Boorn and his brother, Barney, lived in Manchester 
in 1812.

He mentions the 
name of Clarissa Rufus @c: Among his relations 
he has mentioned the Browns above, and Chase as 
judge, I think: He is a man rather small if stature. 
round favored, speaks very fast, has two scars on 
his head and appears ta be between 30 and 40 
years of age.

For approximately the next three 
years Princess Orloff and the Colonel 
lived together in expensive apartments 
in Grosvenor Square, Mayfair. The Colo- 
nel was not rich. and the Princess had 
only an income of about $6000 a year, 
which she received from the estates of a 
relative tn Russia: also some magnifi- 
cent jewels which had come to her on 
the death of her mother. 

Although—_not overburdened with 
money, the pair lived a blissfully happy 
life, and Russian people in London who 
knew the full story of her life treated 
the affair in a broad-minded manner 
which somewhat recompensed the pair 
for what they had left behind them. In 
1896 Col. Ivanoff died and left her all 
his money. It was not a fortune, but 
with her own income she managed to 
keep up a good deal of state and to en- 
tertain quite frequently. 

“She was still invited to all the big 
society functions in London, and the dif- 
ferent Russian Ambassadors who came 
here always treated her with the utmost 
friendliness,"’ states News of the World, 
published in London.

There were 
infrequent gifts of food and wine from 
London friends. Upon the death of the 
Princess the police found in her room 
dozens of empty wine bottles with labels 
that denoted rare and costly vintages.

to move at will in all directions through 
the water, enjoy a freedom that is prac- 
treally unlimited.

As on land we do not expect to find 
polar bears or reindee® moss in trop- 
ical jungies, nor monkeys and bananas 
in the arctic; so in the sea we do not 
look for codfish and herring in warm 
waters or tunny and flying fish flocking 
around icebergs. Some forms of life 
must have very salty water, others can- 
not exist in such salty seas. On land 
there are mountain plants and animals 
which do not thrive in the lowlands, so 
in the ocean there are depths to which 
certain forms are adapted and into 


which others cannot go. 

But it ts not a simple matter of di- 
viding the sea from north pote to south 
pole and from top to bottom by straight 
lines and saying that in this zone or at 
this latitude live certain species of 
warm-water plants and animals, and in 
this other zone or latitude live other 
colder water kinds. 

For there are great rivers in the 
ocean, like the Gulf Stream or the Jap- 
anese Current, which-earry wide strips 
of warm water into colder regions and. 
currents like the great Labrador cur- 
rent which carry cold water into warm 
latitudes. Beneath the surface currents 
there may run other streams originating 
under very different conditions. These 
currents are important factors In the 


, distribution of plants and animals, fish, 


mollusks and what not, and the region 
in which certain species can live is de- 
termined by the current. 

The ocean, of course, has its long- 
distance travelers, As insects, birds, 
animals and even certain people go 
south in winter or north in summer, so 
whales, salmon, codfish and a thousand 
and one other kinds of sea creatures, 
have seasonal migrations. For instance,

The plant is said to be espe- 
cially poisonous when in blossom. 


There are two principal habits of 
growth. In ene phase, the plant comes 
up as slender, stiffly erect, little- 
branched shrubs arising from winding 
underground stems or rootsticks. The 
bark is rather smooth and light-gray. 
The height is usually from one to two 
and one-half feet, though in rich, moist 
places it may reach four or five. In 
the other growth phase the main stem 
comes up from underground and clam- 
bers up trees and over rocks and walls, 
sending out aerial roots that cling like 
those of the true ivy. 
~ Because of the rooting habit of this 
phase or type of poison ivy, the great 
poineer botanist Linnaeus gave it a 
separate name, Rhus radicans—‘rad- 
icans”’ means “rooting’’—and consid- 
ered it as a separate species. But the 
present-day tendency is to regard the 
vine simply as a climbing phase of the 
shrub. The poison ivy is found in prac- 
tically all woods from Kansas eastward, 
as a shrub where the woods are open 
and rather dry and as a vine where they 
are rich and moist. Poison ivy vines 
with trunks nearly a foot through grow 
in the “hammocks” of Florida. 


Very closely resembling the poison 
ivy we have two species of poison oak, 
Rhus quercifolia of the East and Rhus 
diversiloba of the Pacific coast.

The poison 
oaks seem, however, to be less virulent 
in their action than the ivy. 

The most vicious member of this 
whole vegetable Borgia clan, however, 
is the poison sumac, It is very fortu- 
nate that this species grows commonly 
only around the margins of bogs, where 
no one but occasional hunters and nat- 
uralists ever go. Sometimes, where a 
10ad has been built through a bog, a 
clump of poison sumac will cause a great 
deal of trouble. 

Its leaves, as the illustration shows, 
look very much like those of the com- 
mon wayside sumac, but the plants are 
easily told apart. In the first place, the 
common sumac never grows in bogs, and 
the poison variety never grows anywhere 
else, In the second, the fruits, both of 
common sumac and the staghorn su- 
mac, another ornamental variety, are 
still, erect groups of brown or black 
seeds, while the fruit of the poison 
sumac is a drooping bunch of pallid ber- 
ries. 

Sometimes the woodbine, or Virginia 
creeper, a fine ornamental vine, is con- 
fused with poison ivy and thus gets a 
most undeserved bad name. The con- 
fusion is easy to avoid. The woodbine 
always has five leaflets whereas the 
poison ivy always has three. There is 
an old adage that is an excellent guide: 


— 


“Five fingers may handle five leaves.” 
Moreover, the woodbine does, not sup- 
port itself on aerial roots like the poison 
ivy vine, but climbs with tendrils like a 
grape. Finally, its fruit, instead of 
being an ereet bunch of white berries, 
is a drooping, flat-ended bunch of. pur- 
ple berries. 

“The woodbine is deserving of the en- 
couragement that should be given to all 
our excellent native ornamentals, and 
should be cultivated where the poison 
ivy is rooted out. 

The Department of Agriculture favors 
the eradication of poison ivy wherever 
it occurs near farm buildings, in publie 
parks and playgrounds, and wherever 
else it comes into contact with human 
beings and causes trouble. The most 
effective and only final method of get- 
ting rid of it is to pull or grub it up, 
paying special attention to the root- 
stocks. This may be done by anyone 
now, with the protection afforded by the 
“iron treatment.” 

The department also states that sheep 
and stock browse on the bushes without 
harm, and may be used to keep it down. 
Spraying with kerosene, sodium arsenite 
solution or strong brine are recommend- 
ed as chemical means of destruction.

From Russia comes the rews of some 
real high-pressure divorce grants. In 
case both parties agree. a decree can be 
had in five minutes. The cost is quite 
reasonable—only $1.50. These bargain 
rates evidently appeal to the residents 
of the Moscow district, as divorces in 
this section have shown an increase of 
45 per cent during the first six months 
of 1924. 

Malasia, however, still shows the way 
when it comes to quick action. If « 
man wishes to divorce his wife in that 
country he chants, “I divorce thee,” 
three times, and that ends it. Wear and 
tear on the vocal cords is the only ex 
pense entailed. This system is held in 
high esteem on the archipelago.
